A STRONG PROTEST. 


TREVELYAN DEALS THE UNIONIST PARTY 
A SEVERE BLOW. 


An Admirable and Outspoken Letter—A 
Gladstonian Victory at Birmingham— 
The New Under-Secretary for Ireland a 
Former Home-Ruler—The War Scare—

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 15.—Trevelyan’s admirable 

outspoken letter, published this morning,

Gladstone told me, a fortnight ago, that 
Trevelyan would express himself in the 
strongest terms against coercion, but forbade 
me to anticipate Trevelyan’s own words. 
These, even stronger and more destructive 
than could have been expected, have caused 
the liveliest satisfaction throughout the Lib- 
eral party. 
STORMY TIMES AT BIRMINGHAM. 

More good news comes from Birmingham to- 
day, that in Bright's own division a meeting 
to elect representatives to tne Liberal Associ- 
ation a week ago was so stormy that it had to be 
adjourned.Last night it met again to elect forty- 
three representatives out of seventy-six nom- 
inations. Every one elected, without a sſugle 
exception, is a pronounced Gladstonian. Sub- 
sequently a resolution denouncing coercion 
and expressing unabated confidence in Glad- 
stone was carried. 


A RINGING PROTEST.

RECORDER MALLOY CONVICTED, MAKES 
ROOM FOR RECORDER POTEE. :

The Registering Officer of the Second Ward 
Faces the Jury on a Charge of 
ing the Registration Lists by Making 
False Entries—His Friend, Jimmy Me- 
Cann Forced to Make a Distasteful Ad- 
mission on the Witness Stand—Whole 
Pages Written in the Same Hand—The 
Election Frauds. 


This morning Deputy Recorder Charles 
Potee ofthe Second Ward occupied the de- 
fendant’s chair, which was ceded to him 
last night by Deputy Recorder Thomas J. 
Malloy upon the latter’s conviction in the 
United States Circuit Court. Potee’s case was 
set dewn for trial yesterday morning, but 
owing to the absence of a Mr. Julian 
the case was laid over on the 
application of the defendant until this morn- 
ing, when the case went totrial. Some time 
was consumed by a searching examination as 
to the prejudices of the jurors. The follow- 
ing gentlemen were finally selected to try 
the case: Martin S. Warren, Clark Johnson, 
Uswald Graves,T. J. Downs,Christian Betton, 
John A. Neidhart, H. M. Hendley, John Hee- 
ger, Wm. B. Price, Felix Rozier, George L. 
Gold and J. G. Brandt. 

The indictment against Potee was read to 
the jury. It contains two counts, charging 
the defendant with having registered sixteen 
names in the Second Ward books as the names 
of persons who had applied to him for regis- 
tration and taken the prescribed oath, whereas 


no such persons had appeared before the de- 
fendant at all. 

Mr. W. C. Marshall, who appeared as coun- 
sel for Potee, waived the formal proof and ad- 
mitted Potee’s official oath and the registra- 
tion books of the Second Ward, at the 1 - 
tration last September, in evidence. e, 
however, objected to the exhibition of any 
names, except those covered in the indict- 
ment, to the jury. The signature to the 
official oath and the registrations described in 
the charge were then submitted tothe jury 
for comparison. 

Mr. Henry Michel was the first witness called 
by the Government. He said he resided at 
Tower Grove Station; his place of business 
was at 708 Olive street last September. He 
moved to 718 Olive in October. — 
September No. 718 Olive street was occupie 
by a Mr. Lydig and Mr. Gilberstein as a pict- 
ure store and a ladies’ tailoring establishment. 

Mr.Gilberstein was called and also described 
the building. Both witnesses testified that 
there were no sleeping apartments at the 
number stated. No such person as James 
McCann, who appeared as registered from 718 
Olive street on Potee’s books, had lived at that 
number last SeptemDer. 

David Crofton testified that he resided at 
2733 Mill street. He is superintendent of the 
Bethel Home at 301 North Levee. He has been 
superintendent of the institution ten years. 
The witness then described the plan of the 
house and testified that Jerry MoOarthy, Jesse 
Thomas and Thomas Mitchell lived at the 
Home last September. He knew of no such 
man as Charles Walker. All these names 
appeared registered on the books of the 
Second Ward in Potee’sjwriting.John Thomas, 
Mr. Crofton said, was a street beggar. 

Henry Broemser of No. 13 Locust street, 
who was an election supervisor, testified that 
he knew house No. 405 North Levee, a small 
two-story house, with a saloon down-stairs. 
The upper story was oceupied by Hy. Stein- 
man, the proprietor. There were four rooms 
onthe second floor. The books show over a 
dozen registrations from this number. 

Martin Eagan was calied and testified that he 
was a steamboat man. He could not write. 
He lived at No. 812 North Levee for three 
years. The house is a tenement house, occu- 
pied by five or six families. 

John T. Garland, secretary of the National 
Advertising Company, was called as an expert 
in handwriting. For several years he had 
studied handwriting. Me testified that in his 
Opinion the names onthe registration book 
were written by Potee. 

Mr. Wiesebahn was also called and, on com- 
paring Potee’s signature with the registra- 
tions, he pronounced them to be the work of 
the same man. 

Mr. Marshall ebjected to the nse of the sig- 
nature to the official oath book as a basis for 
comparison, but the objection was overruled. 
Severai other objections on the ground of ir- 
relevancy were made to the introduction of 
testimony concerning the character of the va- 
rious places from which registrations were 
made on Potee’s books, but the Court over- 
ruled the objections and permitted the testi- 
mony to be introduced. After the examination 
of the experts the Government rested its case. 

THE DEFENSE. 

Mr. Marshall opened the case for the defense 
withoutany preliminary statement. The first 
witness called was James McCann, who was 
registered from No. 718 Olive street, where it 
was sifewn no one slept last September. 

JamesMcCann testified that last September 
he lived at No. 724 Olive street. He had lived 
there since August. Last September be regis- 
tered before Potee and said he possibly had 
made a mistake and given No. 718 as his resi- 
dence. He was not sureof his number, but 
had authorized Potee to sign the book for 
him. The registration was made in a saloon 
at Ninth and Morgan streets, nen McCann 
said he was too full’’ to write him- 
self, and he had accordingly asked 
Potee to sign the name to the book. When 
questioned concerning his residence McCann 
said he rented from Jack Furber. He was 
cross-examined at length as to his engage- 
ments prior to the last election. He said he 
was a bar-keeper, butat present was out of 
work, he had worked at various saloons about 
town. He then gave a list of these places and 
was excused from the witness — 

Potee, the defendant, took the stand as a 
witness. He testified that he had been regis- 
tered in the Second Ward, and that he remem- 
bered having registered McOann. He could 
not recall the conversation at the time, but 
remembered that McCann said he couldn’t 
write and had asked him to enter his name 
ine the book. In reply to 
Marshali’s questions Potee said 
each of the names in the 
represented a qualified voter who had ap- 
peared before him, answered the usual ques- 
tions and taken the required oath. The ques- 
tion was not asked asto any names except 
those in the indictment. This was the point 
in the Egan case where a flood of testimony 
was let in on the defendant by a question con- 
cerning-the entries in the book. By limiting all 
questions to the names cited in the indict- 
ment, the defendants escape a great deal 
of suspicion that would ariseif the names 
were brought into question. Potee stated 
that at the close of the registration there was 
a rush and he had then entered several names 
himself at the request of the applicants to ex- 

edite the work. Heknew nothing concern- 
ng the addresses given him in many in- 
stances except what he learned en question- 
ing the applicant. By permission of the 
court Mr. Dyer passed the cross-examination 
of Potee over until after the noon recess, and 
recalled McCann to the stand. I asked 
vou,“ said Mr. Dyer, where you had been 
during the last three or four years. Did you 
tell me every place you had been?“

A SERIOUS EXPLOSION.

Destruction of the Baumbach Drug House 
at Milwaukee, 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 15.—Shortly before 
1l o’clock fire broke out in the wholesale drug 
store ofthe Charles Baumbach Company on 
Market square near the St. Charles Hotel and 


the building is now in ruins. The fire origi- 
nated in the cellar where two clerks were en- 
gaged in getting out goods to fill orders.

control. The building was owned by Rudolph 

Nunnemacher. It cost $22,000 and was in- 

sured for $15,000. The loss on the stock is 

$150,000 ; insured for $75,000. 


Fire in a Jail. 


CHICAGO, III., April 15.—There was a panic 
in the county jail shortly before 10:30 o’ clock 
this forenoon, caused by the knowledge that 
afire had broken out in the insane depart- 


ment of the jail. An insane man who had 
been incarcerated last week had succeeded 
by some meansin firing his bedding, and the 
smoke soon filled the corridors, creating the 
impression that the jail was on fire. The news 
was communicated rapidly throughout the 
jail and every preparation was made to take 
outthe prisoners should the emergency re- 
quire. Analarm brought six engines to the 
scene, but the flames were extinguished by 
means of the jail apparatus. No one was in- 
jured and no serious damage occurred.

The latter clause, espe- 
cially, would materially lessen the tax rate in 
nearly every municipality in the country by 
making it unprofitable to build a grad- 
uated income tax, which is the thir- 
teenth article of our faith, and would more 
equitably divide the burdens of taxation. The 
doing away with banks of issueisathird im- 

ortant plank;a question which will soon 

aye to be met, for the rapid payment of Gov- 
ern nent bonds will induce issuers of illogical 
and expensive National Bank currency to ask 
confessional sanction for some other means of 
keeping hold of this source of income; and 
last, but not least is the matter of equal im- 
portance to free Government, State ownership 
of railroads, — — and the like, of the 
means of transporting intelligence, passen- 
gers and freight. On this point the Knights of 
Labor speak with no uncertain sound.’’

EXPERIENCES OF THE BERNHARDT COM-

The Reception at Rio de Janeiro—How the 
Students Treated the Star—A Queer Way 
of Expressing Enthusiasm—Living in a 
Vessel on the Water in Preference to a 
Hotel — Mme.

Mr. Edgar Strakosch, who is here in advance 
of Sarah Bernhardt, has had a tour which falls 
to the lot of few theatrical men. He has been 
with the Bernhardt Company during their en- 
tire trip from France, through South America 
and a part of North America. It appears to be 


za stupendous. undertaking to carry a com- 


pany of actors a distance which, in a straight 
line, would almost reach around the 
world and through a country where settle- 
ments are scarce and where civilization in 
many parts is far in the rear of the vanguard. 
The company have been nearly twelve months 
traveling, and three months of the time have 
been spent on the sea. Nearly everything has 
been told about the actress’ reception 
and the big receipts which were realized 
in South America, but the trip was 
full of meidents and interesting events 
many of which probably will never be told, 


unless Donna Sal should conclude to write the 
history of her experiences. Mr. Strakosch 
says they have had a wonderful time and 
he has learned more about the world than he 
knew before. Mme. Bernhardt has not seen 
her beloved Paris since April 24, last year, and 
after playing a week in London she sailed for 
South America on the Cotopaxi, touchin 
at Bordeaux, where Mr. Strakosch joine 
her, and 1 also at bon. 
The steamship ad chickens and 
cattle abroad for fresh eggs and meat for the 
ship fare, and she 
was given the freedom of the vessel. She took 
a rifle along and spent every pleasant day 
shooting at the sea-fowl when they came near 
or alighted, and ata mark on deck. Her bul- 
lets came near putting an end to several 
lives before the end of the voyage and the 
decks were cleared when she commenced 
action, but she suceeeded in becoming an ex- 
pert marksman and kept up her practice ata 
target behind the hotel after she reached Rio 
de Janeiro.

As soon as the 
steamship came into the harbor every steam- 
boat and tug started to scream and flocked 
around the Bernhardt steamer, each one 
crowded with people and decorated with the 
French National colors. 

The scenes aroundthe theater San Pedro 
Alcontora, where Sarah played three times a 
week fortwo months were without parallel. 
The most excitable part ofthe population 
was composed of students and they went 
— 1 * They filled the gallery every night 
and howled themselves hoarse. Mr. Strakosch 
was stationed at the gallery entrance, and had 
fonr soldiers to keep back the crowd. He 
says that before he knew it there was a 
rush and he found himself up in 
the gallery with his four soldiers 
who had been carried bodily up the stairway 
by the students. The next night he had 
eighteen soldiers with drawn swords and the 
rush was not repeated. North American en- 
thusiasm is or to South Amer- 
ican enthusiasm. he latter is as 
a cyclone to a summer breeze.

Bernhardt’s rifle practice came in nicely here, 
as she went crocodile hunting and secured 
four skins to carry back to France, as trophies 
of her skill. 

After opening a new theater in Panama the 
party went to Cuba, where Mme. Bernhardt 
had her first experience of bull-fighting. Maz- 
zantini, the famous Spanish bull-fighter, was 
playing an engagement there, at which “he 
price of seats was about $8, and he 
arranged a private bull-fight for 
the compan and Mme.

Ideas. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, April 15.—The excitement created 
in yachting circles by the race between the 
Coronet and Dauntless has been the cause of 
drawing public attention to Mr. Bell, the 
owner of the yacht Thistle, now nearly ready 
for her coming contest in American waters. 
Numerous unsuccessful attempts have been 
made by various newspapers to interview 
Mr. Bell, but yesterday, however, at Liver- 
pool, he consented to be interviewed for the

„Not at all. ne Thistle is the first yacht 
built under the new measurement rules of the 
Yacht Racing Association which measure 
boats by their length and sail area and which 
do away with the absurd rule concerning 
beam measurement. It was the latter which 
compelled us to build our cutters so narrow. 
But with the new ruie we have all the advan- 
tage of the eutter’s depth with the privilege of 
using as much beam as we please and thereby 
getting greater sall-carrying ee. 90 

W vou consider the Thistle a perfect 
yacht?’ 

„As near as it is possible to bulid one to- 
day. She hag a depth and beam which will 
enable her to garry as much sail as the May- 
flower, perhaps even more, and at the same 
time to bend to gusts and squalls more quickly 
and to recover sooner than any vessel can 
which has a large cernter-board under her 
— as a drag. I think, however, that the 
time is very near when the Americans and our - 
selves will be agreed upon one type of yacbt. 
Gen. Paine’s new yacht is narrower and 
deeper than the Mayflower. Within five years 
we will ali be building boats with similar gen- 
eral ideas, the only rivairy being in sailing 
them. Center-boards will have to go. They 
are unnecessary to attain speed, and I am sure 
they don’t increase a véssel’s sea-worthiness.’’ 

„How nearly is the Thistie finished?’’ 

She is all ready for launching. Her spars 
will not be putin until after she is launched, 
an affair which, by the way, will be quite in- 
formal. She has been builtin such a position 
that to get her into the water she will have to 
be lowered sidewise on toa floating stage ina 
dry dock. Then the water will be run out, the 
stage anchored to the bottom and run in 
again.

As 
for the Irex—well, t I did not think the 
Thistle better than the Irex, I would sell her 
for old junk.’”’ 

„Will the Thistie cross the ocean under 
jury rig?’’ 

No, she will have her racing mast in her 
and booms and top mast lashed on deck. She 
will look under canvass like a schooner sall- 
ing backwards for she will be catch-rigged 
with asmall mast ste aft.

IHE TORPEDO GUN. 


LIEUT. ZALINSKI’S LECTURE BEFORE THE 
MILITARY SERVICE INSTITUTION. 


The Invention for the Safe and Effective 


® Firing of High Explosive Shells Ex- 
plained to Military and Scientific Men— 
Advantages of the Torpedo Shell of the 
Pneumatic Gun.

NEW YorK, April 15.—Lieut. Edmund L. 
Zalinski, the flerce and scientific dynamiter of 
the Fifth United States Artillery, yesterday 
told the members of the Military Service Insti- 
tution on Governor's Island all about his fam- 
ous pneumatic torpedo gun for the safe and 
effective firing of high explosive shelis, and 
then formally bade adieu to the study, which 
for the past few years he has made peculiarly 
his own. There was a large audience present, 
for the interest in the Zalinski gun is very 
great, this being the only powerful means of 
protection against modern armament 
now in the hands ‘of the 
United States government. Maj. - Gen. 
Schofield occupied the chair. Among the 
regular army of officers present were Gen. J. 
B. Frye, Gen. W. W. Bevins, Gen. H. L. Ab- 
bott, Gen. H. C. Tompkins, Gen. W. W. 
Whippe, Gen. J. J. Milhau, Gen. O. L. Shep- 
herd, Col. John Hamilton, Col. C. Buther- 
land, Col. Douglass, Maj. W. F. Randolph, 
Maj. M. P. Miller, Capt. Chas. Morris, Capt. 
Pr. M. Boem, Capt. John P. Walker, Capt. V. 
Harvard, L. T. Carbaugh, Lieut. John Pither, 
Lieut.

FREQUENTLY IN DISASTER. 

Even when successful, the amount inclosed 
in the sheil and the condition of the resulting 
action were such that but little gain over 
shells charged with powder has been obsery- 
able.

THE GRAY CLOUD TO BE LIFTED FROM 
THE OITY. 


The Public Joining Hands in the Great 
Movement—The Petitions in Great De- 
mand—A Little Table of Four Eloquent 
Limes—The Latest Catechism—The Post- 
Dispatch“ Crusade. 


The shot fired at Lexington was 
round the worid. 

The gun fired by the Post-DIsPATCH last 
night against the dust was heard round the 
city and clear into the country.

This is not a table ot the comparative merits 
of baking powders, but it is built on the same 
general principle. It doesn’t show what 
makes the flour swell out, but it does indicate 
very clearly what swells out the sprinkling 
contractor until he gets too big to be handled 
properly by the Municipal Assembly. 

A citizen not understauding thoroughly the 
nature of this diagram will be much helped by 
the following catechism of questions and an- 
swers:

Line Ashows how many blocks are being 
sprinkied in proportion to the number which 
the city would sprinkle—shown by line B.

The Municipal Assembly has the power to 
remedy all this at its spring session, and the 
question that trembles on every. lip is: Will 
it do it? There is every indication that it will 
if the petitions which are going out to sea 
next week come back to shore loaded with 
every name they can hold.

BEN BROWN mage ED. 


The Murderer of 014 Frank Arnold Dies on 
the Gallows. 


NAaSHVILLD, Tenn., April 15.—Ben Brown 
was hanged at 11:17 this morning, for the mur- 
der of Frank Arnold, He died protesting his 
innocence. The murder of Frank 
Arnold was one of the most 
deliberate, cold-blooded that 
has ever been concocted and ed out in 
this State. About six miles from the city, 


and a mile past Belle Meade, lived a quiet old 
colored farmer named Frank Ar Just 
over a hill on the north 
adjoining place, lived Ben Brown, who was a 
renter. Arnold owned his little cabin, which 
contained one room, and lived alone witha 
boy, Noshey Lane had 
adopted. Stretching 
his cabin were four 
land. The whole place was hardly worth $200. 
Not far off was a farm on which lived the 
Joslyns and Simon Fox, who was their half- 
brother. These were the children of a 
woman with whom Frank Arnold had hada 
lawsuit. She had lived with his brother and 
after his death, retained the farm. Frank 
Arnold tried to dispossess her, but it was 
found that she had a life interest in the place, 
and he lost his suit. All these men were wont 
to associate together, and at some 
time, early in November, 1885, they 
had their plot well arranged. On the night 
of November 9, they went over the hill to old 
man Arnold’s house and called 
him out, and asked o 
hunting with them. He consented 
and got his gun. Noshey Lane was in the 
house and the old man told him to have the 
sweet potatoes, then inthe ashes roasted nice 
ly against his return. The. boy stayed by 
the fire all night, but Frank did not return, 
and was never again seenalive. January 18, 
1886, Eugene Helt was going to his work, when 
in the tan-bark to the side of Belleviile 
about one hundred yards north of Cunning- 
ham’s tannery he made a discovery. This 
was an arm protruding from the bark. Seven 
pieces of a body were dug up, butin vain was 
the head sought. Ben Brown had a brother 
Bill, an ex-convict. He was suspected and 
the Browns, Nelson, Joslyn, Foster Joslyn, 
Simon, Fox and Robert Maclin were arrested. 
Bill Brown turned State’s evidence and told 
the following 

STORY OF THE CRIME: 

On Monday night Ben Brown, Nelson and 
Foster Joslyn and Simon Fox were over close 
to old man Frank Arnold’s home, and Ben went 
in, shortly afterward returning with the old 
man and his dog; they ail went down the lane 
and across the railroad. 3 Frank was 
Walking between Ben and elson Joslyn. 
Whent oy reached the thicket Simon Fox, who 
was walk ng in front carrying a gun, fired it 
at Uncle Frank, but he did not fall, only 
turned sround, and as he did so, Ben bit him 
on the head with an iron bar, and after a 
short struggle Frank fell tothe ground, hav- 
ing been stabbed the others. 
The witness, he was 
hired to received two 
bucketsful and a eck of 
turnips for his services, continued the sicken- 
ing story. He told howthe old man’s body 
was picked up and carried down in the pasture, 
where a grave was dug. Before being lowered 
into the hole the victim groaned, when Ben 
struck bim another blowonthe head with 
the lron bar. The following night the body 
was removed to the stable, decapitated, 
dismembered, loaded up in the wagon and 
brought to the tan-yard and buried in the tan- 
bark, where it was afterwards discovered. 
Simon Fox died this week in the penitentiary, 
where Maclin now is, and the others are still 
in jail awaiting trial.

A “ROORBACK.” 


Senator Sherman Denies a Sensational Story 
Affecting His Brother. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcnu. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 15.—The Philadel- 
phia Times this morning contains a dispatch 
stating that Gen. Logan had in his possession 
letters from Gen. Sherman of a compromising 
character when read in connection with Sher- 
man’s written and spoken utterances, and 
that it was only for political freas- 
ons that Logan consented to refrain 


from publishing these letters when Sherman’s 
memoirs were issued from the press. The 
charge was also made that the Shermans were 
making a big effort to keep these compromis- 
ing letters out of Logan’s posthumous book. 
Senator. Sherman was shown this dis- 
atch to-day and he pronounced it 
alse. It is a roorback,’’ he added, 
all of Gen. Sherman’s letters that I have any 
knowledge of in this connection have been 
published, and there is nothing in them that 
Gen. Sherman need be ashamed of. The 
Shermans are not afraid to have all of 
Gen. Sherman’s letters published. Most 
of them make interesting reading. My 
brother may be a little too free or careless oc- 
casionaily in expressing opinions of men and 
things, but every one understands that what 
he says is without malice. His relations with 
Gen. Logan were always friendly. The 
only differences they ever had was when my 
brother thought best, at a critical time, to ap- 
point another man in preference to Logan to 
an important post. Gen. Sherman always has 
maintained that he was right. I have heard 
him discuss the matter with Gen. 
Logan, and always in a friendly spirit. 
Gen. Sherman, I believe, thougnt it 
best to appoint a regular trained army officer 
to this command. Gen. Logan was a brave, 
gallant officer, and no one a oy that 
fact more than Gen. Sherman. he Shermans 
have nothing to conceal. They do not say 
anything that they are ashamed of, and when 
they make a mistake they are willing to 
acknowledge the corn. 


WASHINGTON NEWS. 


A Sensational. Report Denied—Death of 
James C. Delano. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—It is stated at 
both the State and the Navy Departments that 
there is no truth in the dispatch from Key 
West that Commodore Greene of the United 


States steamship Yantic, officially forbade the 
English men-of-war at Port-au-Prince to 
carry out their threat of seizing Tortugas 
Island.

“PRAYING FOR RELIEF, 
CALIFORNIA WANTS THE FOURTH SECTION 
SUSPENDED AT ONCE. 


Business Men and Bankers Say That the In- 
terstate Commerce Law Will Ruin Busi- 
ness— A Statement for the Wool Trade— 
A New Little Rock Road—Bailroad News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 15.—The follow- 
ing telegrams have been received by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission from San 
Francisco, Cal.: 

All the productive and monetary relations’ 


of this coast are threatened with dis- 
order and much loss, 

quick and wise action 
can save our coast from tremendous 
losses, sure to follow illiberal or narrow 
interpretation of the fourth section of the in- 
terstate commerce bill. We ask a suspension 
ofthe long haul clause temporarily, at least, 
until our position can be placed before your 
honorable ange * 

This bears the signature of eight principal 
banking institutions of San Francisco. 

A rigid enforcement of the fourth clause 
of the interstate commerce law will work ir- 
reparable ruin to our vineyards, fruits and sal- 
mon interests, will divert the shipments of teas 
from China and Japan to the Suez Canal route, 
and coffees of Central America to Europe and 
blight and destroy the industries of this coast | 
which have involved a life-time of labor 
and saving to build. That which was intended 
by Congress as a boon to the people will 
prove an irreparable calamity to the Pacific 
slope, unless early relief is granted. 
We earnestly crave a * — t and liberal inter · 
pretation of the fourth section of the bill pro- 
tecting us from impending disaster, other- 
wise inevitable.’’ 

This is signed by W. T. Coleman & Co. and 
Castle Bros. 

At a special meeting of all parties inter- 
ested in our wool trade, representing dealers, 
commission merchants and Wool growers, we 
were appointed a committee to petition your 
honorable body to suspend the operation of 
section 4 of the interstate commerce bill in 
the transportation of wool by rail from this 
state to Boston, New York, Philadelphia and 
other through shipping points. 

The established rate of 3 70-100 cents 
—j pound 18 excessive and pro- 

ibits shipments overlard. The wool pro- 
duction of this State amounts to forty 
millions of pounds per year,and the difference 
between the old and new rates of freight in- 
volves a loss of over a million dollars annually 
to the growers.’’ 

The higher ratesmean no higher prices to 
the consumer, but lower net re- 
sults to the grower, because the rices 
of the Eastern markets are ased 
upon the necessity we are under of sending 
our wools there, whether we pay high or low 
freight. We cannot realize an average of more 
than 20 cents per pound for our wools. The 
expenses based upon the present charges 
for freight, not including local charges, 
amount to over 6cents a pound, leaving less 
than 14 cents net to the wool-grower. The 
average yield of -wool per sheep is 
about seven pounds per year, say 14 
cents per pound for the wool, gives the 
grower 98 cents pér head annually for the 
product of his sheep. The expense of 
maintaining our flock amounts to about 75 
cents per head, and if we add the local 
charges in handling the wool here, there 
would be nothing left. You can readily see 
therefore that we cannotafford to pay three 
and seventy-one hundredths cents per pound 
to market our wool. It is the opinion of your 
petitioners that if those rates are contin- 
ued the existence of this industry on this 
coast willbe annihilated. The suspension of 
section four in favor of our wool would 
be a benefit rather than an injury to this 
industry in other States. Owing to our mild 
climate we shear early in the spring and our 
wool, by rail reaches the East in May and 
June, when the market is of 
wool, and we dispose of it before other wools 
are ready for market. Butif weare compelled 
to ship by sail, at the end of the voyage 
of four months it would come in competition 
with the wools from all other portions of the 
country and any deficiency in the early mar- 
ket would be supplied by foreign importations 
when we ought to be in position to su ply the 
demand. The wool interest of this State 
is very large and important, and more par- 
ticularly affected at present by § the 
operations of the new law than 
any other branch of business. 
The clip is now ready for ship- 
ment, | it is necessary that we 
should get it to Eastern markets in ad- 
vance of ‘the Western and _ “Territorial 
wools, which we cannot do by water 
transportation. We think,in justice to this in- 
dustry, that the overland transportation com- 
panies should be allowed to make such com- 
peting rates with water routes as will enable 
the wool-growers to avail themselves of rapid 
transportation across the continent without 
submitting to the ruinous rates now establish- 
ed, which can only result to the advantage of 
the transportation companies and to the 
great injury of the producer, without any 
benefit to the consumer. 

The railroad rates now charged are more 
than six times the rate of last year, more than 
four times the present rates by sail, and 
nearly double those charged by the Canadian 
Pacific. The route via Cape Horn, while the 
charges are reasonable, involves a loss of 
four months,a large amount of interest on the 
money invested, and would necessitate 
an entire change of business relations long 
established in handling wool between here 
and Eastern points. Before the passage of the 
interstate commerce law, 90 per cent of 
our wool went overland. We handled also a 
large portion of the wool fromthe adjoining 
States and Territories which would gladly 
come here now, but can not ow- 
ing to the excessive railroad freight 
charges, and if we are compelled to 
ship via Cape Horn, we lose the — 1 ot 
the early Eastern market on account ot the 
long voyage, and 2 virtually help the for- 
eign importer at the expense of the domestic 
producer.

Clover arranging for him to be turned over to 
them. When the case comes up in the Crim- 
inal Court for trial, it will be dismissed. 
On the night of September 22, 1885, Patrick 
Fox and Richard French, two tramps, stole a 
skiff from near the East St. Louis elevator on 
the other side of the river, and floated down 
stream in it until they got below the mouth of 
the River Des Peres. There they drew their 
skiff up on the bank, among the bushes, and 
building a fire, lay down to sleep. Inthe 
meantime, Brewer and Charles Kimmerlie, 
who were in the employ of the man who 
owned the boat, missed the skiff and, inform- 
ing the owner about it, armed themselves and 
started down the river in another boat after it. 
Bout 1 o’clock in the morning they came 
upon Fox and French slumbering be- 
side their little camp-fire,and after recovering 
the skiſt went back to where the men 
lay and fired atthe sleeping tramps. Brewer 
discharged a pistol and Kimmerle a shot-gun. 
They then re-entered their boat and towed 
the stolen skiff back tothe other side of the 
river. Both tramps were wounded by 
the volley fred at them, French 
slightly and Fox fatally. They lay there, 
however, until long after daybreak. About 
9 o’clock in the morning French went to 
Carondelet to procure some relief for his 
wounded companion. In this way the police 
learned been shot and went 
down He was placed

With rare ex- 
ceptions, the money held by these depositories 
has always been subject to draft at any time, 
andthe deposits have been made only upon 
the security of Government bonds, so that 
this scheme or plan is not practicable 
to any considerable extent pro- 
viding a method to keep in _ circulation 
money draw into the Treasury by taxation. 
The true method is to appropriate reasonable

UNDERVALUATIONS, 


A-Proposition to Do Away With the Mer- 
chant Appraisers’ System.

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 15.—A sub-com- 
mittee of the Senate Finance Committee has 
been taking evidence for two years regarding 
the undervaluation of imports to the United 
States with a view of formulating some plan 
to correct existing evils. Senator Beck, a 
member of the committée, said to-day that he 
hoped they would be able to get up a bill 


that would put an effective stop to undervalu- 
tion in the future. 

The system of merchant appraisers is 
bad,’’ said he. Tou may sit to-day in ap- 
praisement of goods for a man who will to- 
morrow be called upon to fix a value on goods 
of yours. There is likely to be a tendency be- 
tween you to be liberal with each other. It is 
asserted that merchants accommodate each 
other in their KM We were grati- 
fied when Mr. Magone was before us to find 
that his forty years’ experience with the sub- 
ject had led him to about the same conclusion 
we had arrived at.

The Venerable Poét Delivers a Lecture on 
Abraham Linvoln.

NEW YorK, April 15.—Walt Whitman, the 
venerable poet, read alecture yesterday in the 
Madison Square Theater before alarge au- 
dience.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


JUDGE VALLIANT REFUSES A WRIT IN THE 
HAMMERSTEIN-RYAN CASE. 


A Seat in the House of Delegates Cannot 
be Obtained by Taking Advantage of 
Technical Defects—The Court’s Decision 
in the Twenty-Fifth Ward Controversy— 
To-Day’s Chapter of Divorce—Stories of 
Aggrieved Husbands and Wives. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision 
in the technical contest over a seat in the 
House of Delegates for the Twenty-fifth Ward, 
the case ofthe State at the relation of Ham- 
merstein against Recorder of Voters Williams 
and others. The extraordinary remedial 
writs,such as mandamus, injunction, etc., are 
never properly used, says the Court, in an un- 
certain case or upon an equivocal 
showing. Such writs were designed 
to reach those peculiar cases which 
sometimes arise where complete justice and 
equity seem beyond the reach of the ordinary 
process of law. ey are extraordinary 
remedies and should never be applied ex- 
cept in aid of what is absolutely right, and 
then only when the ordinary process of the 
law is inadequate to the occasion. It follows 
that this remedy cannot be employed to en- 
force a technical accidental advantage unless 
itis founded on solid and substantial right 
and justice. 

In this case the petition showed that at the 
recent election Wm. Hammerstein and Mat- 
thew Ryan and others were candidates for the 
seat in the House of Delegates for the Twenty- 
fifth Ward. The defendants are the official 
canvassers of the votes and were about to 
count for Matthew Ryan not only the votes that 
were returned by the judges and clerks as 
cast for him, but also those returned as cast 
for Matthias Ryan and M.Ryan, which, put to- 
gether, should give to Matthew Ryan the 
highest number of votes and entitle him to 
the certificate of election. The petition sug- 
gests that the relator, Hammerstein,is seeking 
the writto aid him in taking advantage of 
what may be a mere accidental writing 
of the name of Matthew Ryan in different 
forms. The substance of the averment is that 
the defendants are about to cast up and count 
for Matthew Ryan certain votes which may or 
may not rightfully be his. The relator must 
have a more solid foundation than that 
to entitle him to this extraordinary 
writ. If it were averred in the peti- 
tion that in _ Matthew Ryan, 
Matthias Ryan and M. Ryan were three differ- 
ent persons and that 12 endants wree about to 
count the votes cast forall of them wt Mat- 
thew Ryan, it would be sufficient to s 
the alternative writ of mandamus.
